The center of the nave was un¬ 
occupied. except by the throne seats 
and a few chairs back of tho columns. 
A red carpel was stretched down' the 
aisles and the center of both transepts. 

*rhe arrival of the bl8hoi>s was fol¬ 
lowed by the appearance of a number 
of priests, all robed In white. They ©xv- 
tered the north sanctuary at 10:30 and 
formed n. semicircle about the altar, 
and with bent heads offered up prayers 
for the King and Queen. Their en* 
trance silenced the crovrd.

Long Lino Of Military. 

In the meantime lines of soldiers and 
sailors from a specially constructed 
landing place, past the palace to the 
Cathedral entrance, formed a lane to 
tho Cathedral entrance. 

The royal and special Embassies soon 
afterwards began arriving. Among 
the first was the special American En¬ 
voy. Charleys H. Graves. Minister to 
Sweden, and Mrs. Graves; Lieut.

A great 
cheer announced the departure of the 
royal party. The King and Queen, who 
rode In a closc^l stale coach, wore I 
ermine robes and were bareheaded.

Tlie At¬ 
torney General, however, gives notice 
that In all probability, ah<iuld the In¬ 
vestigation justify It, ho will bring fur¬ 
ther action under the Sherman anti¬ 
trust law. 

Ho will also take steps to Insure 
against the continuance by the com¬ 
pany of discriminations In trade and 
IransporUtlon which are not now sub¬ 
ject to prosecution, but are especially 
provided against In the pending Rate 
Bill.

PLANS CHANGED FOR BEAR

The appointment of Judge John M.

Tho Indictments on which the vari¬ 
ous defendants w^re tried were re¬ 
lumed in Kansas City by the grand 
Jury on December 13.

The 
most fre<iUtfiiiiy used preservative, as 
discovered in the samples, was sodium 
sulphite to give'a fresh, red color to 
meat. To Mr. Barnard several deaJei-s 
admitted using preser^mllvcs on their 
meats. Mr. liamat'd had made previ¬ 
ous trips of a similar kind, and dealers 
hod promised him to stop using preser¬ 
vatives. The last lour was mode of his 
own volition In order to learn If his In¬ 
structions had been followed. A re¬ 
port of Ills Investigations was miide to 
the State Board of Health to-day.

The title of Mr Fos<11rk*8 book Is a 
misnomer—a surprising fact. Indeed, 
considering the author’s learning along 
other lines. The subject of this pie*ent 
volume Is distinctly and exclusively the 
part the Huguenots and their descend¬ 
ants have ployed In the history of 
America, The author laments the lack 
of a single readable volume presenting 
a comprehensive view’ of the Huguenots 
In France and of their descendants In 
this country, ond hls avowed purpose 
Is to supply this deficiency, to reveal 
nnd estimate at Ita true value the 
Huguenot Influence In Ameiic.in religi¬ 
ous. social and coininerrial life. 

The flr.st portion of the book Is de¬ 
voted to the rise of the Huguenots In 
France, the di’velopment of the condi¬ 
tions precipitating their exodus. The 
seiH^nd book deals with the early at¬ 
tempts and failures of the Huguenot 
settlements In Brazil, Florida and Can¬ 
ada. Tho third takes up the story with 
the begtnniugs at Plymouth. New Am¬ 
sterdam and Virginia and traces these 
Immigrations to their ramifications In 
the present. The fourth botvk discusses 
Amoiica’s debt to France during the 
revolution. French leaders In reform 
and Invention, the French as a factor 
In American civilization nnd similar 
subjects. 

Besides hls historical comment, the 
author attempts to point an excellent 
moral to the French settlers In America 
to-day. espetially the French Canadi¬ 
ans.

Latin and French Inugl- 
natlve narratives down to its latest 
manifestations in the work of U^\n- 
nunzlo and Matllde .Serao. Glancing at 
the ©.irllest expressions of th© Italian 
genius In fiction, the story-telling 
ilmes of the early Italian princes, at 
the work of Baridello. Boccaccio. Dan¬ 
te's Vft.i Nuova, the author Indicates, 
as he proceeds with hls historical crlil- 
etsm, Ihe pious Mnns<»ntan Interpreta¬ 
tion. the misty romanticism of hls dU- 
clples, th© exotic realism borrowed 
from France, nnd, last of all. the pres¬ 
ent phase of poetic worship of sensu¬ 
ous beauty, with D’Annur.slo a« Its 
high priest.

Much w’lsdom directed the choice of 
Arthur Benson lo writ© the biography 
of Walter Pater. Mr. Benson Is a Fal¬ 
low of M.'igdalen College. Cambridge. 
And though there is a marked dlstlmr- 
ilon betw’een Cambridge ond Oxford 
with which Pater’s name Is so closely 
sssocluted. there Is something suffi¬ 
ciently similar In fho scholarly, clois¬ 
tered life in both unlvcrf.ltlfts thil 
makes a Fellow' of one eminently flitel 
to Interpret ssrmpathettcally the life 
lived by a Don of the other. 

Pater’s life was similarly free from 
such colorful Incidents and experiences 
ns sometimes animate the biographer’s 
page.* But hence, all the more distinct¬ 
ly. w’as It the life of a scholar, and ao 
with unity and harmony It fits admlra- 
blj' Into any inurpretatlon of Paters 
work. Such W'ork—of devoted continu¬ 
ous scholarship, of patient, fervent 
artistry—would have bce.n all out of 
drawing with the varied and lempes- 
luous life of men of affairs, or m fact 
of such clhcr men of letters wh .'fe mys¬ 
tery It Is to have given so much time 
lo experience and ycl to have found 
leisure to mint Into literature such ab¬ 
sorbing experience. A review er’s pa-a. 
graph Is almost space epough to vom- 
pass the facts of Pater's life. 

But Just for what Pater's life was, 
Mr. Benson takes It. and with stneerRv 
and restraint attempts to render It 
faithfully and quietly, seeking no high 
lights, no arresting effects. Pater’s 
early life is said to have supplied him 
with a delicate background of reminis¬ 
cences upon which he embroidered a 
richer ornament of dreamful thought. 
After this, the life Is characterized as 
that of one who through a dreamful 
boyhood learned to see with an im- 
passlonfd zest the (ruth that In art 
and life alike, the victory Is with those 
who attain a certain patient and ap-, 
preelative attitude of aouL Pater’s 
simplicity of taste, amounting almost 
lo austerity, despite hls ardor for 
beauty. Is emphasized, as well as hD 
abhorrence for those who exaggerated 
hls view’s Into a false aestheticism. 

Mr. Benson acknowledges hls Indebt¬ 
edness to Symons, Gosse, Lionel John¬ 
son, and others. Mr. Huneker finds 
Liult with him that he did not draw' on 
other sourcfw, for Instance William 
Sharp’s and George Moore’s Recollee- 
tlons.

Need of ilCors Labor In the South. 
The Galveston News calls attentloo 
CO the fart that whils there is a dearth 
Of work In many cities and some parts 
of the iN>untry In the East, the farmers 
and others in Texas are almost lit¬ 
erally crying for help In the saving of 
their grain and the cultivation of their 
cotton and com. In one county cited 
by It many of the farmers recently 
worked all day Sunday to gather the 
wheat crop, while others are working 
ail day cutting grain and then shock¬ 
ing It by working almost all night. 
This Is another practical illustration 
of the demand for a reliable class of 
Immigrants through a systematic and 
well organised scheme for their Intro¬ 
duction. There are several reasons 
why Texas cannot rely upon the mere 
accidental Immigration from other old¬ 
er States for such supply of labor. 
Its remoteness from those which have 
a surplus and the Intervention of other 
Slates and TcrrlCorlea. as Arkansas 
and Louisiana of the former and Okla¬ 
homa and Indian Territory of the lat¬ 
ter. where labor Is In equal demand, 
prevent It from receiving a supply 
from this source. Similar reasons pl|^ce 
neorly all the Southern States ab sim¬ 
ilar disadvantage. 

In Texas, however, there is another 
factor In the case, which may. more 
than in any other part of the South, 
create a steady and much greater de¬ 
mand for labor than elsewhere. As 
the area of cultivation extends west 
ward, encroaching steadily upon the 
arid plains, climatic changes occur by 
which the annual rainfall is increased, 
and land once thought flt only for 
grazing becomes arable and capable 
of producing cotton and other crops 
In Western Texas there are counties of 
this kind, four hundred miles west of 
Its eastern boundary, which a compara¬ 
tively few years ago were regarded 
as valueless for farming purposes, 
and yet, now produce twenty or thirty 
thousand bales of cotton a year. Tho 
population is almost exclusively white, 
and the crops are crultlvated and gath¬ 
ered nearly altogether by the farmers 
and their families. As they Increase 
tho area of their cultivated land there 
Is a steady demand for haiHlv, and 
these are drawn chiefly from the older 
portions c»f the State, creating a deflclt 
there. 

Tho labor problem Is one rtesem’lng 
the best thought of the people of 
the w*tK>le Houth. and It Is gratlf>ing to 
know that It Is receiving It. Mr. Frank 
P. Sargeant. Commlsaluner of Im¬ 
migration, has lately visited Texas 
and other States to make a practical 
Investigation of the question and to 
fofninlate a system for the Introduc¬ 
tion of Immigrants to Southern p<»ns 
direct, with one also for their distribu¬ 
tion on lines similar to those In prac¬ 
tice at New York. If Congress can ever 
bieak the deadlock by which this prac- 
tlcsl question has been sidetracked, 
there will be some hope for the passage 
of the Immigration Bill and for some 
relief to the South In the demand for 
more labor. 

It Is not, however, merely the Cotton 
States tn which more lalmr is needed. 
Kentucky needs It quite as much as 
any of them. It has been but a few 
weeks since, at the lime for setting out 
tobacco plenty, in larloua :e>rtlons of 
the Slate, from two and a half to three 


Extortionate Prices. 

A joint resolution of Congre^ss de¬ 
clares that **purchase8 of material and 
equipment for use In the construction 
of the Panama canal shall be restricted 
to articles of domcsllo production and 
manufacture, from tho lowest respon¬ 
sible bidder, unless the Presldont shall 
In any case deem the bids or tenders 
thereof to be extortionate or unreason¬ 
able.** 

The celebrated Jack Bunsby, who 
was said to be able to glvo **an opinion 
as la an opinion.** prefaced his remarks 
by saying **the bearing of this obserwa- 
tion depends on the application of It.** 
It Is €»asy to see that tlio bearing of the 
congressional resolution must be ascer¬ 
tained In the same wa>*. It all depends 
upon what the Presldont **dsems.** lie 
may buy a great deai from foreigners 
If he deems the domestic bids extor¬ 
tionate or unreasonable, but be may 
buy eveiTthlng from domestic bidders 
by simply falling to deem that the 
prices charged are not liable to the ob¬ 
jection made by Congress. 

What are extortionate and unreason¬ 
able prices? Is it unreasonable to 
charge the United States Government 
for supplies In Panama more than oth¬ 
ers are willltlg to accept for laying 
tlxmi daw'n there? Apparently Con¬ 
gress thinks not. for It refused to adopt 
a provision that purchases should be 
made In the cheapest market. Is It un¬ 
reasonable to charge the United States 
In Panama more than the same goods 
are sold for tn Europe, or to any other 
foreign customers by the sains people 
who bid? Indirectly. Congress has 
said It Is not. for it voted down an 
amendment w'hlch embodied that prin¬ 
ciple. But tho President Is not at all 
controlled by w*hat Congress refused 
to do. Ho la not bound to take Into 
consideration anything that Congress 
thought or desired beyond the words of 
the resolution actually passed. In point 
of fact he Is not controlled by that, 
when there Is a difference In prices, fdt 
Congress has made everything depend¬ 
ent on what he deems to be unreason¬ 
able or extortionate. If he thinks It un¬ 
reasonable to pay 81.100 for what he can 
buy elsewhere for a thousand, there Is 
nobody who can control his discretion. 
He has absolute power to buy wherever 
he thinks It necessary to avoid extor- 
tlon.‘ 

It Is said by a high authority that 
“there Is nothing In the resolution to 
prevent Inviting bids and tenders from 
foreign as well as domestic manufac¬ 
turers.** A close reading of the reso¬ 
lution leaves this In doubt, and. In fact, 
show's that only domestic bidders are 
contemplated. Xt says the President 
must buy articles of domestic pro¬ 
duction unless he shall deem the 
bids extortlate. Implying that the 
bids must be for articles of 
domostio manufacture. Apparently, 
then. If foreigners bid at all. they 
must agree to furnish articles of 
domestic manufacture. It might hap¬ 
pen. therefore, that If this construction 
be correct. foreigners who had 
bought American goods at reduced 
prices might bid to furnish them, and 
might actually do sa The extent to 
which this could be done, however, 
might be limited by the domestic 
manufacturers Ihemsslves In refusing 
to sell low-priced goods to forelgnera 
They would thus lose a great deal of 
valuable trade, and they might 
moke the loss good by charging 


tonionate or unreasonable, if there are 
no combinations to keep up bids. Con¬ 
gress has virtually Invited the charging 
of high rates, and the Invitation w'lll 
be accepted unless the President shall 
declare the pricea charged unreasona¬ 
ble. 


The Sea-level Canal. 

By a vigorous campaign prosecuted 
by the President and his Immediate 
friends and adhSTei^s the Senate has 
passed the bill for a lock-canst. With 
the aid of Judge Taft. Chairman Shonts 
and Chief Engineer Stevens a majority 
of flve Senators w'as secured against 
live sea-level plan, the vo4e being 36 to 
31 In favor of the lock type. This action 
has been secured through the unremit¬ 
ting exertions of the Chief Executive, 
notwithstanding the recommendation of 
the Canal ConitnUtee and the report of 
the Board of Consulting Engineers, 
signed by flve of the most skillful 
foreign experts. It la assuming a grext 
responalbllUy to Ignore such compe¬ 
tent counsel and to adopt the very op¬ 
posite plan because it is favored by 
the President, it being no secret that 
enough Senators waived their own con¬ 
victions to be In line with the Prosl- 
dent*s wishes to have drfeated the sca- 
let'el plan had they voted according to 
their unbiased judgment. 

The amount of money provided for 
expenditure In prosecution of the work, 
under direction of the Prealdeof, is 
826.000.000. and It is announced that en¬ 
ergetic steps will bo at once taken to 
comn>enc6 digging according to the 
plan adopted. T%e Canal Commission, 
with Mr. Bhonts and Mr. Stevens, pro¬ 
pose to start for Panama within a 
week, and we may expect to see an¬ 
other of those spurts of activity In dirt- 
throwing w'hlch have from time to time 
been announced as a start in earnest 
in the work of canal construction, it 
Is to be hoped that It wrill not sub¬ 
side. os In the case of tho previous 
ones. In the employment of flve-slxths 
of the Large foroe of laborers In aantta> 
ry and other subsidiary work, while 
the other small remnant Is en¬ 
gaged In perfunctory digging. With 
plenty of money and the interest of the 
Trusts safeguarded by the prohihltlon 
of (he jnirchoslng of supplies In the 
open market, there seems no longer any 
excuse for further delay. 


tho Government higher prices for 
Panama material; but they would 
have to take the chances of hav¬ 
ing their bids pronounced extortion¬ 
ate, Still, the President could In any 
event ascertain what certain articles 
are worth In the markets of the world 
and regulate hlmaelf accordingly. This, 
however, would Involve an enormous 
amount of labor, which might to a cer¬ 
tain extent be shifted to subordlnatus. 

Panama Is outside the tarifl w'&Il of 
the United States. Any private ooiv- 
tractor thore may buy his supplies 
where ho can get them on the best 
terms, ajid Panama la tnhiblied by 
treaty from charging duties on supplies 
for the csnal. Hence It Is argued that 
the building of the canai by contract 
would let in supplld at reasonable 
rates. But any leglslatlou which 
makes It necessary to build a canal by 
contract In order to avoid extortion Is 
unlntelllgtmi. If the letUng of con¬ 
tracts Is best for the country it should 
be adopted, but It ought not to be 
forced. 

The United States will no doubt fur- 
nisli the greatest number of supplies 
In any event. Our munufucturers can 
compete with foreigners In their own 
markctA and, of course, can do so In 
I*anamn, where they have a considera¬ 
ble advantage in location. It Is the 
question of prices that Is of chief Inter¬ 
est. If the President dws not exercise 
vigorously the discretion entrusted to 
him. domestic manufsctureni will And 
means to pul up prices much above the 
rates which they charge to foreigners, 
which are remunorailve. Most of the 
supplies will l>e of iron or steel, cement 
and Htnher. and can be furnished by 
Americans at prices that aro not ex- 


The Uprising Of Vegetarians. 

Tho vegecarians are having a high 
old time these da>*s. Tboy are nudg¬ 
ing each other under the fibs^ chuv:K- 
llng more or leas audibly and as they 
frolic they sire saying. “1 told you so.** 
They alt down betw'een laughs and 
w'rite cards to the newspapers. They 
contribute articles to the mogaalncs. 
They compile books on the subjecL 
Verily, as every dog baa his day, so 
has the vegetarian, and his day is at 
hand. 

Ono of the chorus ot chucklcrs Is the 
Rev. Charles M. Bheldon. He Is out 
with w hat he terms some ‘‘Confessions 
of a Vegetarian.** His tendency toward 
vegetarianism set In about six years 
ago. M that time he tried the ex¬ 
periment of going an ecKire year with¬ 
out breakfast. Hb drank tw'o cups of 
hot water and on the strength of that 
bill of fare did a healthy man's regu¬ 
lar forenoon's work. Moreover, he 
found himself free of headaches and 
pains. Ftom that he slid into vege¬ 
tarianism. or vegetarianism slid Into 
him. It happened In Dundee. He met 
a Scotch family of father, mother, 
grandmother and seven children, all 
vegetarians. Not one of the children 
had ever tasted meat of any kind. 
Never lived a happier and healthier tot. 
The circumstance decided the good Dr. 
Sl^ldon. Thenceforth It was for him. 
"Avaunt, flesh of beasts and flsh!** "It 
would not concern me in the least." 
writes he, "if all flesh of beasts and 
birds should perish off the face of the 
earth, except cows and bens. Milk and 
eggs are a part of the dally fare. Also, 
potatoes, beans, peas, all green snd 
succulent herbs, radishes, lettuce, beeu, 
corn, celery and onions." He adds fruits 
and nuts to the catalogue. Nuts, he 
fluds, are not understood by one person 
In a thousand. He rldiculea the prac¬ 
tice of some hostesses of putting outs 
and raisins in the dessert. Nuts, he 
avers, should be eaten as paK of the 
main bill of fare, so great are their nu¬ 
tritious properties. 

The good Doctor drops into a parable. 
Bays he: 

**There wwa a man once who. when the 
dew was oo hts strawberry vines, and the 
wren that had her urst in the box elder 
near his bvdroom window had begun her 
morning thanks, arose and dresiled him 
leisurely and strode out into bis little 
g.’irden at the bark of his lot and without 
losing any of the wren’s melody plucked 
him a bunch of radtshva. cut a liberal 
supply of h<*ads of tender lettuce, picked 
a pan of strawberries and while in the 
garden took out of tho soil severaJ hand¬ 
fuls of young beets with their tops and 
also picked a d'.sh of green peas. Going 
back to the house he picked over and 
washed the vegetables and berries, laying 
the peas and beets aside to be cooked for 
dinner. The mdfahes. lettuce, berries, 
logother with n pitcher of milk and a 
plate of crackers or bread go on the table. 
Breakfast Is ready. There has been no 
banging of stove Ilde No frantic stirring 
of the hot Are on a hot summer^ morning. 
No greasy cnlor of bacon or be^fstenk per¬ 
vading the house. No toiBnme and lengthy 
preporatlon on the part of a flushed-faced 
'hired girl’ to get n»ndy coffee, efenk and 
hot biscuit for reluctant stomarhs of (»eo. 
pie who ore going to leave half the hreek- 
fast on th^lr plat*^ to be wasted or served 
up again In hash. The time this man ttseji 
to get this breakfast ready Is the time 
spent by the wn*n In her morning devo- 
llona hut it is enough I could tell the 
imme of this man and of this wren, hut 
these confessions arc already too per¬ 
sonal.** 

I>r. Bheldon enacts not only the 
role of an observant and analytical 
narrator, but of a prophet, too. For. 
laying down the general and familiar 
proposition that "most people eat too 
much,** he proceeds to predict that in 
the year 2006, "when the saloon will 
be a thing of the post and drunken- 
nt:«s from drink no longer known, so¬ 
cieties will arise to arouse a nation 
too long drunk with the Intemperance 
of loo much food." 

And so on. The burden of Dr. Shel¬ 


don's remarks Is the burden of the re¬ 
marks of the others. S^me of them go 
into more abstruse arguments and 
more scientlflc exhibitions, but their 
views and conclusiona tally. It Is no 
crime to be a vegetarian; on the other 
hand, the argumenu of the vegetarian 
are In many respects more attractive 
than those advanced by the champions 
of meat-eating. An eating reform 
would a good thing. However, even 
with the impetus the vegetable propa- 
randlsu are getting from the present 
state of public sentiment, they are 
going to have a hard lime In making 
their converts stay converted. The 
(laaslng of the bill providing for a 
rigid Inspection of the packing-houses 
and their products Is going to be fol¬ 
lowed by a reaction. Confldence In the 
Industry and its output wlU be re¬ 
stored. In a few short months the 
majority of tho people w411 have for¬ 
gotten the whole affair. They will re¬ 
turn to their mutton—and their beef— 
If. perchance, they left off at all. 

In the meanwhile, the vegetarians 
are mlselng a souroo of joy and a 
source of atrength when they refuse 
to eat beefsteak. They are waiving 
also an Inspiration to good fellowship. 
Nothing tempts (he man who Is not a 
cooflrmed vegetarian with quits Uit 
eloque uos of a juicy, tender steak, 
hot from the cools, the red 
flesh browned bat not dried by tho 
cooking. Just rare Enough to preserve 
ks flavor—not "done** enough to de¬ 
stroy—4t quickens tbs appetite, dheera 
the spirit, worms the hearL A mere 
wThlff of its perfume os U Ilea steaming 
alluringly on the dish is a tonic. 
Frifmdshtp thrives on It The vege¬ 
tarians may be emphatjcally right— 
oompletely. obsorhlngly right; who con 
really tell, since learned and conscien¬ 
tious sclentteu disagree on Che ques¬ 
tion of foodstuff, as they disagree on 
ail other questions? Howe\’er, here's 
a toast to The steak; long may It wave! 


Housing Our Ministers. 

Among the items In the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation Bill, re¬ 
cently passed by Congress. Is one of 
8150.000 for the purchase of tho build¬ 
ings and grounds now occupied by the 
legation of tho United States at Con¬ 
stantinople. This has been dt*em- 
ed advisable, since the legation 
has been lifted to an Embassy, 
to make provision for our dip¬ 
lomatic reprisrentatlve on a scale 
becoming his august position. In Ori¬ 
ental countries, even more than In the 
staid and practical countries of West¬ 
ern Europe the trappings of a foreign 
rcpresentatl\'e hove much to do with 
his ministerial Influence. It matters 
much whether he resides in a plain 
hotel or In a house of palatial quali¬ 
ties. Every other Ambassador or for¬ 
eign Minister at the Porte has a house 
of his owTi or the property of his Gov¬ 
ernment, and It was not thought good 
policy to let tho exception continue 
longer, especially as In case of disor¬ 
der the Minister and his family would 
be more secure than under other con¬ 
ditions. 

There aro only a few other countries 
In which the United States owns the 
houses In which its representatives live. 
After the siege of Prkln a house w'as 
bought by our Government for our 
Minister, while In Tangier the Moorish 
Govemroont presented the United 
States with a residence for our con¬ 
sul. In Tahiti S4ul Seoul, Korea, our 
Government owns the buildings In 
W'hlch the Consuls reside. In point of 
dignity and the sum appropriated for 
the legation at Constantinople this ex¬ 
penditure may be said to have a slg- 
nlflcance which does not attach to any 
of the cases noted. In the other cases 
there are conditions as to Inadequacy 
of convenient and safe housing of our 
representatives which have suggested 
Government ownership of our official 
residences. But In the Investmont 
of 1160.000 in the Turkish Capital for 
the residence of our Minister there may 
be said to be an experiment 
looking to similar investment for our 
other legations and erobos.des. 

It has long been oompluined that oo 
ooooura. of the expense of housekeeping 
oo one but a man of large weulth can 
represent this oountry in any of the 
principal countries of Europe. It is not 
as In primitive days, when Franklin 
and Jefferson could vie In influence 
with any other diplomsu at the French 
court upon a meager salary and a 
modest fortune. The salaries, though 
many fold Inoreased. will not pay the 
rental for such residences as are 
deemed necessary for the Ambassa< 
dors to the principal European ooun- 
trtea The question has therefore been 
mlaed os to the expediency of purchas¬ 
ing residences for our ft>relgn repre- 
Bt^^iitatlves. There Is much that can be 
said on both aidea. 

As to our foreign Ministers and Am¬ 
bassadors. what shall be the limit or 
Uie criterion of such provision? Will a 
man of the fortune and habits of life 
of our present Ambassador at the 
court of Bt. Jfunes be content to live In 
a simple Government building w*hUe 
now he has one of the flneat palaces 
In London for a city residence and a 
great baronial estate for his oountry 
home? On the other hand. If houses 
are purchased suitable for the resi¬ 
dences of the present weallhy ofllclaJs 
bow' will a man of modemte fortune be 
able to maintain a style commensurate 
with their scale of elegance? The ques¬ 
tion is a difficult one to solve. Involv¬ 
ing us It does provision for housing all 
our ropresentatlws abroad and the 
maintenance na to repairs, insur¬ 
ance and care-taking, which will swell 
our fonign list of expeixlltures by 
many mllliona

STILL HANQINO FIRE. 


Washington, June 22.—Pure food held 
the altenUon of the Houso throughout 
to-duy. *rhe constitutional features of j 
the bill were debated by the lending j 
law'yers of the House, the Democrats 
splitting on w'hether the bill takes po¬ 
lice power from the States. Various 
features applicable to localities and In¬ 
terests w’ere discussed earnestly, but It 
was early appaient that the bill prac¬ 
tically In the form It came from the 
committee w 111 be adopted. 

By a unanimous vote the House 
passed the Senate resolution •xprees- 
Ing the sympathy of the United Stages 
with the Hebrews on account of the 
massacres In Russia. 

During tho speech of Mr. Adakison, 
of Georgia, on the Pure Food 
Law, there was a heated <»lloquy be¬ 
tween Mr. Cockran. of New York, and 
Mr. SulllvTUi, of 'Massachuseiia Mr. 
Sullivan supported Mr. Adamson In 
his contention that the State had 
ample power to enforce pure food reg- 
ulatlona and that the Supreme Court 
had said In numberless cases that Con¬ 
gress oould not deprive the States of 
Its police pftwers. He cited the pure 
food laws of Massachusetts os evliK- 
Ing the desire of l.*eglslatures to take 
core of the question along Ihetr own 
llnea 

• • • 

Cites Case of Illinois. 


Mr. Cockran called attention to the 
case of Illinois where It hsd a law re¬ 
lating to the Inspection of slaughter- 
houses, but which had deliberately per- 
milted the circulation In other Slates 
of food products dangerous to public 
health aiTd then asked. "Is there no 
law in the Federal Government to save 
the people of the other States from 
their danger?** 

Mr. Sulll%*an replied: "If the State 
of MasMachuselts under Its reserve 
power has passed pure food laws and 
has enforced them, w 111 Abe gentleman 
tel! mo why the Slate of Massachu¬ 
setts should be compelled to accept the 
standard of Congress simply because 
Bouth Dakota or some other State has 
not passed and enforced pure food 
laws? I remember not long ago that 
tho gentleman from Now York stood 
on this floor and askt'd the taxing 
power of this nation to bo exerted in 
order to prevent abuses In Insurance, 
on the theory that the sovereign State 
did not have sufficlfsnt power and \1r- 
tuo to deal with those abusea And 
since that speech the great State of 
New York has acted and Its I^^glsla* 
ture has vindicated the w'isdom and 
\1rtue of Its people by regulating 
those abuses to the satisfaction of 
everybody." 

• • • 

"Insurance Thieves.*' 

7*hls remark evidently did not please 
Mr. Cockran. With voice pitched high 
and with Intense gestures, he replied: 

*T believe in the Absolute autonony* 
of the State in dealing wtth everything 
that concerns the people of that State 
exclusively, its police power Is un- 
llinitod; Its right to regulate the move¬ 
ments of every oltlsen Inside Its borders 
cannot be questioned; but when any 
action of that State, whether R be per¬ 
missive or directory, empowers a cltl 
on of It to affect the condition of s>eo- 
ple In another State by circulating In 
the channels of commerce anything 
dangerous to their health and to their 
w'elfare. there Is no excuse for the ex¬ 
istence of a Federal Qovemmont If that 
does not prevent the precise condition. 
It must step in and say. All the pow¬ 
ers of the State you n>ay use us you 
please Inside of your own borders, but 
you roust use them with due regard for 
the riglita of others, when anything 
sanctioned by jrour laws peuiscs be¬ 
yond your borders and sffects their 
daily lives, (Applause.) 

^"Now', Mr. Chairman, one rooroent 
with refereiKre to the question sbout the 
great State of New York. I did may 
that the taxing power of this Govern 
ment ought to be exerdsed so as to 
•Imli insurance In each State as sav 
Ings banks aro regulated, and as a 
matter of fact when the gentleman 
says the gr<»at State of New York 
luui dealt with the Insurance frauds, 1 
will tell him how It has dealt with 
them. It has confirmed the hold of 
the thieves on the funds that they 
have been plundering. To-day the In¬ 
efficient heads who were dismissed be¬ 
cause they were Inefficient are replac¬ 
ed by subtle tools of the same gang 
that w'orkod all the Infamy."

No Delay In Ceremony. 


When the royal party entered all 
present In the Cathe<lral arose and the 
ceremonial began Immediately. The 
coronation cein*monies, which were very 
elaborate, were conducted by the Bish¬ 
op of Trondhjem, assisted by the lead¬ 
ing Cabinet Ministers and Chief Jus 
tlce of the Supremo Court- After (ho 
anointing of the King by the Blshopv 
the latter and Prime Minister MlchaeJ- 
sen conjointly placed the crown on his 
head, after which Foreign Minister 
l^’eland and the Bishop conjointly 
handed him the scepter. After a prayer 
offered by tlie Bishop the latter snd 
Interior Minister Arctander conjointly 
handed the King the orb and later the 
War Minister C>le»m and the Bishop 
handed the sw'ord of state to His Ma¬ 
jesty. These ceremonies were followol 
by the benediction. 

The King, having taken his seat on 
tho throne, Che Queen was crowmed by 
the same high ti^rsonages and In a 
similar manner. The ceremony 
throughout was Impressive. j 

When the newly crowned sovereigns 
returned to their thrones aft<r the 
Eh;>lscopailoii benediction royal guests 
and special Arabassiidors saluted them 

with due reverence.

At the termination of the prooecdlngs 
the President of the .Storthing called 
out. "God save the King and Queen, 
and the whole dtstlngulsh«'d comr»any 
heartily took up the cry. 

Grouped around tho King's throne 
during the ceremony were the Crow'n 
Prince and Crown Princess Christian of 
Denmark. Prince Harold of Denmark 
and Prince Henry of Prussia, while 
ahoUl the Qpeen's throne were the 
Prlncw and Princess of Wales. Princess 
Vltiioria of England and Grand Duke 
Mk'hael of Rinisls. 

The completion of tho crowning of 
Klr»g Haakon was ccwnmunlcated by 
two army signalers by wigwagging 
across the city from tho Cathedral to 
tho hill batteries.

Behind closed doors Ihe special commli- 
foe, composed of Frank Stout, M. U. Ue- 
vllle and Dr. T. J. Ya«er. aps>olnicd by 
the lower board of the General Council 
to Investlsate the ofTlce of the City Bulld> 
Init Inspector, mot yesterday afternoon In 
the Aldermen s committee room. Four wit 
neaaas were examined, after which the 
committee adjourned until Monday. The 
witnesses examined yesterday were Col. 
H. J. Tllford, Edward Bherley and Samuel 
U. Webb, of the ButUllna Inspector's office, 
and Clarence Parsons. The committee was 
In seaj<lon about three hours. 

At ti>6 conclusion of the executive see 
alon yesterday afternoon members of U)e 
special committee refused to make known 
what had taken place behind the cloaed 
doors. A member of the committee stated 
that nothing would be given out until the 
committee liad completed Us work. 

**\Ve have simply been appointed to look 
into tlie manner in which the Building 
Inspector's office ts being conducted,*' he 
said, "and that is what we are endeav* 
oiing to do. There la nothing of a sensa- 
tlonal nature In our Inveatlgatlon. We ex¬ 
amined a number of persons to-day rela¬ 
tive to the duties of those connected with 
Uie Building Inspector's office. We expect 
to complete our work Monday, and It will 
Uien be time enough to make a etatemeot 
If one is deemed necessary. ’ 

According to some of those who were be¬ 
fore the examining committee yesterday 
only questions pertaining to the duties of 
those directly connected with the Bulld^ 
Ins Inspector's office and the duties of the 
police In seeing that every person who Is 
erecting a new building or w’ho Is having 
lnipro«'ements made on a building is pro¬ 
vided with a building permit, were asked. 
The committee is delving deep Into Ute 
methods of the office, and will likeiy inaice 
a report at the next meeting of the Gen¬ 
eral Council.

Col. Ti]ford*B Attitude. 


Col. R. J. Tllford. at the close of the 
examination yeeterday, said there was 
nothing wrong with the manner in which 
Ills office is being conducted. He said 
that if the police would rigidly obey In¬ 
structions relative to ail buildings under 
course of construction or on which repairs 
are made, there would be no poaslble way 
In which a building could be erected or 
repairs be made without the person in 
charge of the work first taking out Uie 
Mcessary permit. 

According to printed Inatnictloos that 
have long been In vogue In the police da- 
paxtment. It la the duty of every patrol¬ 
man to demand to be showm a permit 
from the Building Inspootor’s office for 
every building In course of construction 
CMi his beat. He la supposed to examine 
carefully each of these permits in order 
to satlsf>' hln»self tis to whether the 
building Is being erected on the lot desig¬ 
nated In the permit If the permit calls 
for a frame structure and tne building 
under course of construction Is brick, he 
Is suptKMied to report that fact After 
the first stor>* of a building, that abuts 
the sidewalk has been erected. It Is the 
patrolman's duty to see that a shed Is 
built out over tho sidewalk |n order to pro¬ 
tect pedestrians from falling bricks or 
timbers. He Is suxiposed to exercise the 
same vigilance where repairs are being 
evade on buildings, or where a building 
la being moved from one lot to another. 

• • • 

Oauae Of Investigation. 

That which Is said to have led to the 
Investigation of the Building Inspector's 
office was the statement on the part of 
•omo that buildings were going up In 
different sections of the city, and that no 
permits for their erection had ever been 
applied for or issued. It was further al¬ 
leged that the Building Inspector, and 
those connected with his office, were lax. 
In chat they seldom. If ever, visited a 
building In course of construction to as¬ 
certain whether it was being put up along 
the lines of the plans submitted when ap- 

f ileutlon for a building permit was made, 
t Is held by some that if every one who 
biUkSs an addition to hfs house or oui- 
houses. or who erects now buildings or 
makes repairs on old ones. Is required to 
take out building permlu In each In- 
atance. Louisville will be enabled to make 
a far better showing In the building line 
than she has been making. 

Another fault which is being found with 
the present manner In w'hlch the affairs 
of the Building Inspector's office are being 
bandied has to do with the alleged mis¬ 
representations on the part of many per- 
aons who take out permits for new struc¬ 
tures. It Is alleged that In many In¬ 
stances the eallmattd cost of a pro|K>sed 
new structure Is far below the actual 
cost. It Is orgued that If each person 
desiring to erect a structure be required 
to acoompsny his application for a bulkl- 
Ing permit with complete plans and 
SpeclAcatlons of the proposed building, 
and later be naide to follow out the plans 
and spectAcatlons. those In the Budding 
3ns)>ector‘s office could figure on the cost 
of the building themselves, and thus see 
that the value was not underestimated. 
The allege^l reason for underestimating 
the cost of a proposed new building Is 
that It may be entered on the tax list at 
Hgures far below the real value.

Samuel H- Wilhite. City Controlcr. has 
^quested all heads of departments at the 
City Hall to furnish him with flnal esti¬ 
mates of the amount of supplies needed 
to run them from now until the close uf 
tho fiscal year. August 31, In order that 
hf may make out tho Anal appropriation. 
It is the custom of the City Controller 
to secure from the heads of the different 
departmenfs ta’o statements during the 
Ascal year, the Arsl statement based on 
the probable cost of supplies for the year, 
and the Anal statement to show the actual 
cost of supplies needed to run tho office 
until the close of the Ascal yeor. 

Mr. Wilhite will begin work on the 
Anal appropriation ordinance within the 
next few days and will present it to 
the General Council oti some meeting 
night In July or the Arst part of August.

TO BE INCREASED. 


CLARENCE BITZER SURRENDERS

RELEASED ON BOND OF $1,000. 


The Louisville Weather Bureau Is to 
have ertlargeil quarters on the fourth 
Aoor of the Customhouse. This was 
decided by N. B. Conger. Inspt^ctor of 
the service, who left yesterday after 
spending a day or two hero. The bu 
reau Is now conAned practically to two 
rooms In tho northwest comer of the 
fourth Aoor of the (?ustomhuuse, bar¬ 
ring a little cut-off, as it wore, which 
F. J. Walx, district forecaster, occu< 
ple.s as his private office. In one of 
the rooms the printing office of the 
bureau is located. It Is so crowded 
that the men scarcely have room to 
turn round. In the comer room are 
located all the Instruments and several 
large desks which are used by three 
men. They, too. Mr. Walx contends, 
have not near enough room In which 
to work to advantage. 

Inspector Conger announced that the 
office force would be Increaseil soon by 
two additional men. and this w'ould 
necessarily require at least one more 
room. Inspector Conger reported the 
matter to Judge William Dealing, cus¬ 
todian. and requested that ho give the 
Weather Bureau an additional room 
adjoining Its quarters. Rooms 408. 407 
and 408 are now occupied by H. C. 
Shelly, revenue agent. Judge Dealing 
aaktHl Mr. Shelly If he would not sur¬ 
render room 408 to the Weather Bu¬ 
reau and lake In Its stead room 405. 
now* occupied as a stationery room, for 
the raHway mall clerks. It was Judge 
Bearing's Intention to give the railway 
mall clerks rooms 431 and 433. just 
across the hall, for their store room. 
This room Is now occupied as a steroi>- 
typlng room by the Weather Bureau, 
but this department will be moved to 
the Afth floor of the Customhouse.

Submitted To Treasury Department. 

1^'hen Judge Bearing mentioned the 
matter to Revenue Agent Shelly the 
latter ql>jectcd to the change on the 
ground that he did not like room 405. 
as It had a southern exposure Instead 
of a northern exposure, as room 40S 
has. Judge Bearing said as he was 
new In the office of custodian he w'ould 
not act until he had submitted the 
matter to the 9«*cretary of the Treas¬ 
ury for orders. Maps and drawings of 
the rooms and locations were yester¬ 
day forwarded to Washington, and It 
Is expected that orders In regard to 
the Intended change will be forthcom¬ 
ing in a few days. 

W'hen the additional room ts given 
the Weather Bureau new furniture 
will be installed and a new arrange¬ 
ment of all the Instrument! made, so 
that the people can see them to a bel¬ 
ter advantage when they call to visit 
and Inspect the quartern. 

It was shown Judge Bearing that 
It would be almost impossible to re¬ 
move the Weather Burisau quarters, 
as It had to have a northern exposure 
for obsen'atlons. and besides. It a’ould 
cost 11.000 to change and rearrange the 
Instruments. As Revenue Agent Shelly 
Is in his office but little, his duties 
being In the Held mostly. It was 
thought the problem could be more 
easily solved by assigning him to new 
quarters.
